NASHVILLE — (BP) — The 
entire relationship of the Amer- 
ican Baptist Convention to the 
National Council of Churches 
may be reviewed when the con- 
vention gathers in annual ses- 
sion here June 2-7, 


The withdrawal of $33,000 fi- 
nancial support of the conven- 
tion by First Baptist Church, 
Wichita, Kan., may prompt the 
review. The church, largest of 
the American Convention's co- 
operating churches, held up 
support due to the ties with the 
National Council. 

Dr. Edwin T. Dahlberg, presi- 
dent of the National Council of 
Churches, will address the con- 
vention on June 6. His topic 
will be “The Adversary and the 
Last Farthing.”

An Editorial 


History will be made next week when the new 
Gulfshore Assembly opens its doors for its first confer- 
ence. Acquired just last year, and now ready for use, 
the property promises many years of glorious service 
to Mississippi Baptists. 

Camp and assembly programs have long been pro- 
moted by departments of the Mississippi Baptist Con- 
vention Board. For years we did not have facilities 
of our own, so campuses, state parks and other avail- 
able places were used. In 1957 the WMU built Camp 
Garaywa, and in 1955 the Convention Board purchased 
Kittiwake on the Gulf Coast. The use of these two 
units has strengthened and enlarged the camp and as- 
sembly program, and made it far more effective. 

Now we are ready to open Gulfshore, ac uired 
from the federal government, and formerly as a 
Maritime Academy. It has been developed into ohe of 
the finest state assembly properties in the Southern 
Baptist Convention. Using it, along with Garaywa, our 
convention will have a camp and conference program 
that is second to none, We predict that from these 
halls and grounds will come inspiration and dedication 
that will blew all of Mississippi and Baptist work 
around the world, ue

WASHINGTON, D. C, (RNS) 
—The Soviet government is es- 
pecially worried by the religious 
activities of Baptists, Seventh- 
Day Adventists, and Jehovah's 
Witnesses, a young Russian em- 
bassy official who recently de- 
fected to the West told the Sen- 
ate Internal Security subcmo- 
mittee here. Alexander Yurie- 
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vich Kaznacheyev, who in 1959 
fled his post in the Soviet em- 
bassy at Rangoon, Burma, and 
was granted refuge in the Am- 
erican Embassy there, told the 
subcommittee that a religious 
revival is occurring among Rus 
sian youth because of their dis- 
illusionment with Communist 
ideas and philosophy. 


BERLIN, Germany (BP)—Of 
ficials of the Leipzig Spring 
Trade Fair have barred the 
Evangelical Bible Society of 
East Berlin from setting up & 
booth. to display its products in 


_ years gone by, the Society's 
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stand has attracted many visit- 
ors. Soviet Zone authorities said 
a lack of exhibition space was 
the cause of the ban. The Evan- 
gelical Bible Society of East 
Berlin is one of the chief Bible 
producing agencies of East Ger- 
many. 


THESSALONIKI, Greece — 
(RNS—The Rev. Spiros Zodhi- 
ates of New York, general secre- 
tary of the American Mission to 
Greeks, Inc., was acquitted by a 
five-member criminal court here 
of “attempting to penetrate in- 
to the conscience of Arthodox 
people and convert them into 
Protestantism.” Almost simul- 
taneously, Mr. Zodhiates, who is 
an ordained Baptist minister, 
was acquitted by the Court of 
Canea in Crete of unlawfully 
using the title of “Reverend” be- 
fore his name in articles for 
Greek publications.

: America’s Greatest Need 


“The free world has moral and spiritual agnor - Pod 
fer” as an answer to communism, ma 
problems facing us-‘today. The Vice-President of the — 
States was speaking to the religious editors gathered 
Washington, D. C. for the annual meetin, 
ed Church Press. In answer to questions fr 
speaker had discussed séveral issues facing America to- 
day. The summary of his frank discussion came in this 
quotation concerning “moral and spiritual values. 

Every Christian will agree with Mr. Nixon that the 
only answer to our problems is in the moral and spiritual 
realm. Many other thinkers and leaders of today, in al- 
most every area of life, have expressed similar convictions. 
These are not just the words from pulpits. Business men, 
scientists, professional men and politicians are all speaking 
out concerning the need for God and things of God in these 
trying times. There is no other answer to the problems of 
this day or any other day. , ; 

There are problems facing us. In session after session 
in the conference of editors the problems facing our land 
and the whole world were presented. One full afternoon 
Department hearing outstanding 


official from the Post Office department discussed the 
obscene literature that is cluttering the mails, and filling 
the news stands. He especially attacked the evil groups 
preying on youth with pornographic literature. The prob- 
lems of materialism; communism, etc., were discussed in 
various sessions. The gravity of conditions was so laid upon 
our hearts that one could not but think of the words of the 
Scriptures, “in the last days perilous times shall come...» 
evil men and seduce#s shall wax worse and worse. 

One has only to look about him to see the low moral 
level to which our nation has fallen. If there is a protest at 
such a charge, may I respectfully eall your attention to 
“rigged quiz shows”, “payola”, increased alcoholism, youth 
gangs, the alarming increase of crime, the sex emphasis on 
the screen and in literature, etc., etc., One would be blind 
indeed who does not see that there is something seriously 
wrong in our land. 

What is the answer? It has already been presented at 
the beginning of this statement. We must return to the 
moral and spiritual values, and this means we must return 
to God. This means more than mere church membership 
statistics, for we have those now. Men and women must be 
brought to a vital experience with God. When men and 
women are right with God they will get right in other 
things. When men and women are right other things will 
be right. 

The church has the answer. We cannot be satisfied, 
however, with the “status quo”, the present program of 
work we are doing. What we are doing is not enough. 
America can become pagan, worshipping a God of mater- 
ialism, unless our churches can so present God that He will 
become a vital of the lives of men and women. There 
must be a new to teaching and preaching and 
praying and witnessing, that will have such power and ef- 
fectiveness that it will literally “turn the world upside 
down” in a spiritual sense. A half-hearted, namby-pamby 
program will not do that. A great writer of another gen- 
eration said that we must love Christ until the world thinks 
we have gone stark-mad. Then, said he, our lives will 
change the world. 

It is not, enough for us to simply talk about the need 
for a return to the Spiritual. It is time that we did more 
about it. The forces of evil are on the march. The time for 
march and battle has come for all Christian forces, too. 
Baptists have the manpower, the resources and the mes- 
sage to lead the way for conquest for Christ. We can thank 
God for what is being done; we can pray for wisdom and 
dedication that we may do much more. 


Preachers And Bootleggers 


Some who should know better have charged that the 
“preachers and bootleggers” have united to retain the pres- 
ent “disgraceful liquor situation” in Mississippi, and to 
prevent the legalization of liquor. 

Such charges are irresponsible, and the person who 
makes them knows they are not true. The preachers, along 
with hundreds of thousands of other Christian citizens, are 
against legalized liquor, but are also just as strong in their 
opposition to “bootteg” liquor. They want to rid the state 
of alcoholic liquor in all of its forms. Certainly, there- 
fore, they do not stand with the bootleggers. 

Neither can the preachers be charged with keeping con- 
ditions as they are. Laws can be passed which will chan 
these conditions, but the preachers cannot pass them. y 
the legislature can do that. Let the infamous black market 
tax be repealed, and let it be made illegal to transport 
liquor into the state, and much of the so called “disgrace- 
reacher cannot make

change for the better in our state. 

The preachers favor drying up the state; the bootleg- 
gers do not. We shall have to wait and see which group 
has its wishes carried out. !

Christ means “anointed.” The 
Greek noun christos is related 
to the verb chrio. The latter 
means to anoint by rubbing the 
hands over (the head of) the one 
being anointed. This translated 
the Hebrew mashah which 
means the same thing. The 
Greek messias is but a trans- 


literation (not a translation) of 


the Hebrew. The English mes- 
siah is in turn a transliteration 
of the Greek messias, and the 
English christ is but a translit- 
eration of the Greek christos. 
Has Complex History 

All of which is to say that the 
title christ has a complex his- 
tory and abounds with signifi- 
cance. But this significance is 
often obscured. Anointing was 
commonly employed in connec- 
tion with the coronation of a 
king.

It is often said, there are 
these who interpret the serip- 
tures for private use, but we 
are reminded by the - apostle 
Peter “that no scripture is of 
any private interpretation,” (II 
Pet. 1:20). This means that no 
scripture is to be isolated from 
all that the Word has given 
elsewhere, 

We heard Prov. 31:6 and I 
Tim. 5:23 given as a defense of 
legal liquor. Not using the 
Scripture for private interpre- 
tation, let’s get the whole pic- 
ture before us. Prov. 31:46; 
“It is not for kings, O Lemuel, 
it is not for kings te drink wine; 
nor for princes strong drink: 
lest they drink, and forget the 
law, and pervert the judgment 
of any of the afflicted.” These 
verses were not taken together 
with the sixth verse which is 
meaningless without them. Now 
we quote verse six: “Give strong 
drink unto him that is ready to 
perish, and wine unto those that 
be of heavy heart.” 

, Hebrew Words 

Both of the words in the Old 
Testament Hebrew, “Yayine” 
meaning fermented. juice and 
the word “tirosh” meaning 

‘fresh juice are translated in the 
Septuagint by the Greek word 
“oinos” which means fermented 
juice or fresh juice. In Mat- 
thew 27:34 the word vinegar is 
used. This was the stupefying 
drink’ usually given to those be- 
ing crucified. Proverbs could 
easily refer to those who are 
dying. This would make death 
easier and without struggle.

Almost 
70 percent of all pastors who 
died in 1959 were victims of one 
of the heart conditions, and can- 
cer took 23 percent. 

The average age of the minist- 
ers who died before their retire- 
ment was 53.8 years, while the 
average of preachers after they 
retired was 72.7. 

The above facts were reveal- 
ed recently to the trustees of 
the Relief and Annuity Board. 

Yes, death is no respector—of 

preachers. This writer has had 
two nightmarish experiences re- 
cently with -two young pastors 
of two young churches. 
‘ The first case involved a 
young pastor of the “lone wolf” 
variety who was (moved now) 
pastor of a young Church that 
was a “splinter” from a Church 
that split off of another Church. 
When urged to get his Church 
to enter the Southern Baptist 
Protection Plan, he attempted 
to give the impression that he 
and his people were so busy in 
evangelism until they didn’t 
have time to worry about pro- 
tection. 

The scene changed rapidly. 
The pastor had a heart attack— 
at about age 32. His deacons got 
in a slow hurry. They realized 
that they had a disabled pastor 
on their hands with a wife and 
several children. They “bought” 


years — and they are just begin- 
ning. A deacon came by today 
to get blanks to fill out but it’s 
very much like closing the gate 
after the horse gets out. 
Mississippi Baptist long ago 
faced up to the fact that death 
is no respector — of preachers. 
Our denomination is ready and 


willing to help pay cost of the 
Southern Baptist Protection 
Plan for ‘any pastor, at any age, 
of any Church that agrees to co- 
operate. 

It is safe to say that every 
Baptist Church in Mississippi 
has property protected by way 
of insurance. Yet, over 60 per 
cent of our Churches do not 
have any protection on our most 
valuable assets, our pastors.
